GERMANS ACTIVE 
IN RUSS WATERS. 


Petrograd, September 26.—(British 
Admiralty Per Wireless Press.)——The 
war office today issued the following 
statement: 

“In the region of Riga south of the 
Pskoff high road near the Allachi cas- 
the enemy reconnoitering parties, 
which approached our lines, were re- 
pulsed. 

“Western and Southwestern Fronts: 
Fighting activity has been limited to 
fusillades. 

“Rumanian Front: In the region 

southwest of Gory-Sereth Onoudory the 
enemy at 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
opened an intense artillery fire with 
heavy and light guns. Towards 6 
o'clock he undertook an offensive in 
dense waves, penetrating our trenches, 
However, he was driven out again by 
our counter attack, and the position 
restored. 
“Baltic Sea: Since September 14 en- 
emy activity has been intensified, char- 
acterized chiefly by aerial reconnais- 
sances and submarine maneuvers in an 
endeavor to prevent out vessels from 
approaching the Courland coast. Near 
the Courland coast and in the Irbe 
channel our torpedo boats and sub- 
marines and aerial forces are prevent- 
ing enemy vessels from entering our 
waters. Enemy activity has been ob- 
served recently on the Courland coast 
of the Gulf of Riga, during the night 
searchlight rockets and fire signals be- 
ing observed. Our coast defenses in 
the Irbe channel were attacked by Zep- 
pelins on the night of September 25, 
nearly forty bombs being dropped.” 


ITALIANS OCCUPY 
BAINSIZZA PLATEAU. 


Washington, September 27.—Italian 
troops have completed their occupation 
of the entire Bainsizza plateau, which 
is now firmly in Italian hands, accord- 
ing to official dispatches received here 
today from Rome. 

The principal offensive activity at 
present is by Italian airplanes scouting 
over the Austrian lines and bombard- 
ing depots and columns of troops. 
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Rome, September 26.—The Italian of- 
ficial communication issued today says: 

“Along the entire front our gallant 
patrols have caused damage to the 
enemy and otherwise harassed him. 
Prisoners have been taken in the Posina 
region and arms and ammunition on 
the Carso front. 

“This morning our airplanes bom- 
barded railway establishments in the 
Podberda Bazza valley and this after- 
noon those of the Prosecco coastal] line. 
Altogether five tons of bombs were 
dropped with visibly effective results.” 


ITALIANS HOLD 
POSITIONS CAPTURED. 


Rome, September 27.—The Italian of- 
ficial communication issued today says: 


“On various sectors of the Trentino 
and Julian fronts enemy parties at- 
tempted to surprise our lookout posts, 
but everywhere were driven back. In 
the Marmolada region the enemy in 
exploding a mine tried to dislodge ug 
from positions captured Friday night. 
The attempt failed. On the Carso pla- 
teau increased activity on the part of 
the enemy’s artillery was effectively 
countered. 

“Enemy railway plants at Grahovo 
and Dottogluano were attacked yester- 
day by our air squadrons, which drop- 
ped altogether five tons of bombs. Tha 
enemy's reaction was very lively. One 
of our machines which was brought 
down in an aerial combat over Asiago 
fell in flames inside our lines. 


GERMANS REPULED 
ON RIGHT OF MEUSE. 


Paris, September 27.—The official 
statement issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 


“There were intermittent 
actiong over the greater part of the 
front; the action was more spirited in 
the sector south of Ailles and north of 
Douaumont. An enemy surprise at- 
tack in the neighborhood of Beau- 
mont, on the right bank of the Meuse, 
failed under our fire. 

“Belgian Communication: ‘The _ ar- 
tillery has been quite active during 
the last two days. We carried out a 
bombardment in the night on the enemy 
communications and shelled severa] of 
his works and observatories. Our 
trench artillery ended to our advan- 
tage a bombing action north of Dix- 
mude.’ 

“Yesterday, in co-operation with the 
French and British artillery, our bat- 
teries took to task several German bat- 
terles in the region of Dixmude. To- 
day an ememy reconnaissance was re- 
pulsed with grenades north of Dix- 
mude. 

“Our airplanes carry out their daily 
missions. 

“Eastern Theater, September 26: Calm 
prevailed along the front. Our batteries 
carried out fires of destruction on the 
enemy batteries north of Monastir. 
British airmen have bombed enemy en- 
campments in the neighborhood of Doi- 
ran.”

A san- 
guinary struggle ensued, especially 
north of Menin road, but the Germans 
were gradually forced to withdraw 
after heavy losses.

Atlantic City, N. J., September 27.— 
Members of the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation launched into vehement e2x- 
pressions of approval when Nichclas 
Murray Butler, president of Columbla 
university, addressing them, todav on 
“The Changing World,” demanded that 
congress exercise its constitutional 
right to expel United States Senator 
La Follette. 

“We are repelling 
American people and 
two kinds,’ Dr. Butler said. “We are 
fighting across the sea and we are 
fizhting evil-minded suspicion, coward- 
ice and treason which have raised their 
Pands at home. Our soldiers can Aght 
4“e soldiers of the enemy. You and 
I have got to fight sedition and trea- 
son here.” 

“Have the American people lost their 
capacity for corporate indignation?’ he 
asked. 

“There is a provision in the constitu- 
tion providing that congress may expel 
a member by a two-thirds vote. What 
are they thinking of to sit there and 
permit themselves to be contaminated 
by Senator Robert M. La Follette?”’ 

Cries of Approval.

“Do you see the significance of the 

cooings of peace which come from 
Berlin? They are intended to weaken 
our efforts before the new world in 
which we are in search has been dis- 
covered—-a world for which the free 
nations have armed themselves for a 
contest and will not cease until this 
world has been founded. 

“Any human being who asks for 
peace on any other terms than uncon- 
ditional surrender is asking another 
and still greater war. Peace will only 
come when the supreme confidence 
the Germans have in their instrument 
of armor and their world-dominating 
aim are brought to defeat. That is 
the only road to peace.” 

State Banks Needed. 
Addressing the American Banker®’ as- 

sociation convention today, Benjamin 
R. Strong, Jr., governor of the New 
York federal reserve bank, said he 
was convinced that the only impor- 
tant weakness in the financial organi- 
zation of the country is the lack of 
State bank membership in the federal 
reserve system. 

“One-half of our financial army is 
equipped With modern machinery by 
membership in the system,” Mr. Strong 
said. “The other half, equally patri- 
otic, is ineffectually armed. It may, 
indeed, rest with you state bank men 
to, determine what shall happen to 
our boys, and they must come home 
Victorious. We must not lose our boys 
and lose the war for lack of money, nor 
must we fail in providing the money

simply because our financial army is 
inadequately equipped.” 

In making his annual report, Fred- 
erick N. Farnsworth, secretary. lament- 


,ed the fact that the secretary of war 


had ruled against any banking facili- 
ties in the army camps. He told of 
the preparations that had been made 
to establish field banks in thirty-two 
cantonments with 212 banks combining 
in the movement.

I 
merely wish to indicate a Joint in our 
armor which an unscrupulous and un- 
sleeping enemy is sure to attack, and 
I want you, the massed battalions of 
finance, to bring up your reserves and 
simply smother him with all arms, big 
gzguns and small, subscriptions of a 
million dollars and subscriptions of 
a hundred dollars.” 

The food situation in Germany and 
Austria is better than a year ago, Lord 
Northcliffe warned, “and financially 
Germany lives in a circle and can go 


'on a long time spending her own money 


among her own people.” 

The length of the war is associated 
intimately with the question of thrift, 
Lord Northcliffe said, and in this con- 
nection he predicted that while news- 
essential to the conduct of 
the war, as the conflict progresses the 
publishers will find raw material and 
power and labor diminishing and the 
size of American newspapers may be 
reduced. ‘Il am of the opinion that at 
least one-third of the paper used here 
daily is wasted,” he said.

CONFEREES FINISH 


WAR TAX MEASURE 


Will Raise $2,700,000 Fed- 
eral Revenue in - Addition 
to $1,333,000,000 Secured 
Under Existing Law--Sent 
to Printers. 


Washington, September 27.—The war 
tax bill, increased to raise about §$2,- 
700,000 federal revenue in addition to 
$1,333,000,000 secured under existing 
law, was completed late today by the 
senate and house conferees. 

After two weeks’ deliberation the 
conferees reached agreement on the 
bill—the largest in American history, 
and in the making four months—and 
sent the revised draft to the printer. 
While the action was officially said to 
be tentative, virtually only formal 
approval of the new draft remains to 
be voted. . ! 
Presentation of the conference report 
to the house late tomorrow is planned. 
It will be considé*ed first by the house 
and the bill’s enactment into law next 
week is regarded assured. 

Additional taxes of between §$250,- 
000,000 and $300,000,000 over the sen- 
ate bill, which totalled $2,416,000,000, 
were added by the conferees. A& 
passed by the house the total was 
$1,868,000,000. 

Changes Made by Conference. 

Senate levies of $1,060,000,000 on war 
excess profits and $842,200,000 on in- 
comes were substantially unchanged, 
the conference increases being divided 
among many items, with a few new 
taxes and many eliminated house pro- 
visions restored. The system of levying 
war excess profits taxes, however, was 
practically rewritten in a compromise 
between the senate war profits and 
house excess profits systems. A mini- 
mum exemption of 7 per cent on In- 
vested corporate capital is said to be 
provided, with modified allowances for 
tangible assets. 

The only change in the senate in- 
come tax section was to rearrange and 
harmonize a few graduated surtaxes on 
incomes over $50,000, without substan- 
tial change in review returns or indi- 
vidual taxation. Normal taxes on in- 
dividuals and corporations and the low- 
ered individual exemptions as revised 
in the senate were approved. 

Liquor and tobacco sections of the 
senate draft also were practically un- 
changed, although a slight decrease in 
revenues from whisky and manufactur- 
ed tobacco probably will result. 

Of the $250,000,000 to $300,000,000 ad- 
ditional agreed to by the conferees 
about one-third was placed upon post- 
age. The house one cent letter tax, 
estimated to raise $70,000,000, which 
was stricken out by the senate, was re- 
stored by the conferees and their agree- 
ment for a graduated zone increase on 
second-class mail rates is estimated to 
raise some millions more. 

Passenger Transportation. 

Another large increase ordered was in 
passenger transportation and Pullman 
accommodation taxes. Amusement ad- 
missions also bear a considerable in- 
crease, with senate exemptions of out- 
door parks and their attractions re- 
jected. The senate provision exempt- 
ing motion picture theaters charging 
25 cents or less from taxation was 
changed and provision made for ex- 
empting only much cheaper theaters. 
The exact exemptions have not been 
disclosed. ¢ 

Revenues from automobiles, patent 
medicines, perfumes and cosmetics and 
other manufactures also would be in- 
creased by the conferees’ agreement 


The one-cent stamp tax on bank checks, | 


eliminated in the senate and estimated 
to raise $10,000,000, is reported to have 
been restored to the Dill. 

Among important house provisions 
ahandoned were the retroactive tax on 
1916 incomes, estimated to raise $198,- 
000,000: for a general 10 per cent tariff 
levy, estimated to raise $200,000,000, 
and consumption taxes on gas, electric 
and local telephone service, estimated 
to bring in $30,000,000. 

Another impertant action understood 
to have been taken was restoration of 
the special tax of 16 per cent on muni- 
tions manufacturers, estimated to 
raise $29,000,000. The senate provision 
for its repeal was stricken out. 

Official announcement of the princif- 
pal features of the conferees’ work 
probably will be made tomorrow by 
Senator Simmons and. Representative 
Kitchins.

in a cotton field. The department of 
agriculture made that announcement 
today and said the entomologists have 
gone to ten oil mills in Texas which 
received cotton seed from Mexico prior 
to the enforcement of the quarantine 
November 1, 1916. Cotton was uproot- 
ed and burned from 105 acres within 
a half mile of the Hearne oil mill from 
which the worm is supposed to have 
escaped from cotton seed brought from 
Mexico.

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NO MUD IN FLANDERS 
LIKE SNODGRASS HILL 


Cadets of Camp McLean Find 
Themselves Mud-Proof 
in Sham Battle.

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 27.— 
Special.)—“You walk in mud, you wade 
in mud, mud gets in your eyes, ears, 
nose and mouth, you breathe mud and 
you eat mud,” said a British chaplain 
in describing conditions on the battle 
front in Flanders to the members of the 
May training camp. ‘No man who ever 
came in contact with the mud of Flan- 
ders can ever forget it,”’ he added. 

The words of the British chaplain ap- 
ply with equal force to the red, sticky 
mud of historic Snodgrass hill, accord- 
ing to the cadets of Camp Warden Mc- 
ean. 
now they have been in the trenches at 
the foot of the hill and have been 
fighting battles amidst almost con- 
stant downpour. 
as if Major T. M. Anderson, 
structor, might call the men in from 
the trenches.

The night flares had 
been set off and the “enemy” in the 
woods a few feet away were located. 
The charge took on renewed fury and 
the first offensive of the cadets of the 
August camp was at jts height. 

The flares died down<in a short time 
and many of the attacking men took 
their places in the trenches. Lieuten- 
ant Déelaroche-Vernet, of the French 
army, attired in the gray field untform 
of the French officer, not unlike that of 
the cénfederate army, stealthily creeps 
along the outer lines of the forces in 
the woods. All is stillness and dark- 
ness. The crack of the rifle is silenced. 
Even the little buzzer of the signal 
corps has ceased to tick its messages 
through the many zig-zags of the 
trenches. Then again there is a flash, 
followed by scores of flashes and a wild 
chorus of yells. The forces in the 
woods, under the dashing French leu- 
tenant, are attacking the trenches, and 
the cadets of the August camp are in 
the midst of their first counter attack.

Washington, September 27.—Coal 
miners and operators discussing union 
demands for 25' per cent more pay in

BOND ISSUE ASKED 


Following the recent decision of the 
state supreme court holding the 80- 
called Western and Atlantic railroad 
anti-paralleling act unconstitutional, 
the North Georgia Mineral railroad, 
which is controlled by the Louisville 
and Nashville, indicated Thursday that 
it proposes to proceed with the con- 
struction of a line of railroad paral- 
leling the Western and Atlantic from 
Cartersville to Atlanta. 

This was made clear when the North 
Georgia Mineral railroad, through At- 
torney Jack Spalding, who is president 
of the road, filed petition with the 
State railroad commission for authority 
to issue $1,250,000 in stock and $2,500,- 
000 in 5 per cent bonds. 

It was shown in the petition that 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
owns 12,495 shares of the North Geor- 
gia Mineral. The proposed line would 
run from near Atlanta, through Ful- 
ton, Cobb, Cherokee and Bartow coun- 
ties, to White's, near Cartersville. 

The petition has been set for hear- 
ing October 23. 


Roper, in Taking Oath 
As Revenue Commissioner, 
Makes Patriotic Talk 


Washington, September 27.—(Spe- 
cial.) — Daniel C. Roper today took the 
oath of office as commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. At the solicitation of 
representatives of the press he issued 
the following statement: 

‘The duties and responsibilities of 
commissioner of internal revenue are 
large and important even under nor- 
mal conditions. These duties and re- 
sponsibilities have been tremendously 
enlarged by the war. The new war 
tax will make it the duty of the bureau 
to collect approximately’ thirty-five 
hundred million dollars @ year, more 
than three times the amount collected 
under normal conditions. 

“The wonder of the world today is 
the progress the United States has 
made during the last few months in 
military preparation. The selective 
draft of men for military purposes has 
been made an accomplished fact by the 
war department, and we are now well 
advanced toward supplying a million 
men for the fighting front. These men 
must be sustained and inspired. This 
is to be accomplished by a selective 
draft of a different sort—a selective 
draft of dollars. The administration 
of this draft is charged to the secre- 
tary of the treasury chiefly through 
the bureau of internal revenue, 

“Not all of us may be drafted or per- 
mitted to go to the front to fight. 

“The least every loyal citizen can 
do for the cause is to contribute from 
his means that portion which his rep- 
resentatives in congress have deter- 
mined to be his proper share. The tax 
laws that congress has charged the sec- 
retary of the treasury with the duty of 
administering are properly to be re- 

arded merely as a prescribed and uni- 
orm chancel through which contribu- 
tions may be made for the support and 
defense of the country. It is therefore 
the duty of every American citizen to 
make his tax returns ereaeey and to 
pay the tax the law fixes for him, and 
I believe when he understands these 
facts he will do his ful) duty without 
delay. Only the slacker would hold 
back or conceal. 

“The éampaign of the bureau of in- 
ternai revenue will be educational as 
well as administrative. The public 
must be fully and clearly informed as 
to what the internal revenue laws re- 
quire and how to comply with them. In 
the educational campaign every citi- 
zen is expected to assist and the pub- 
lic press has a reat opportunity to 
render a service of immeasurable value. 

“Respecting the employees of the bu- 
reau, nothing short of the maximum 
of efficiency on the part of every ,em- 
ployee will satisfy the American people 
irons | this crucial period of our coun- 
try’s history.”

HURRICANE SWEEPS 
TOWARD GULF COAST 


_New Orleans Reports Wind 


Velocity of 56 Miles an 
Hour at Mouth of Missis- 
sippi River. 


Washington, September 27.—The 
tropical hurricane in the Gulf of Mex- 
fico tonight apparently was a short dis- 
tance south of the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi river, the weather bureau an- 
nounced, and will strike the Louisiana 
coast by Friday morning. The storm 
is not expected to be general east of 
the Mississippi. 

Hurricane warnings have been or- 
dered displayed on the Louisiana coast 
and northwest storm warnings on the 
Texas coast. Hurricane warnings have 
been lowered east of New Orleans. 

Reaches HRiver Mouth. 

New Orleans, September 27.—Reports 
received at the weather bureau from 
Pilot Town, near the mouth of the 
Mississippi river, stated that at 11:30 
Pp. m. tonight the wind had reached 
@ velocity of 56 miles an hour and the 
barometer had fallen to 29.58, indicat- 
ing the tropical hurricane had entered 
the mouth of the river. It was esti- 
mated the storm would be felt in New 
Orleans by 3 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The last report from Pilot Town 
stated that at 5:30 the wind velocity 
Was thirty miles an hour and the ba- 
rometer reading 29.68. 

The reading here at 11:30 tonight was 
29.75.. with a wind velocity of 18 


miles an hour. 

A weather bureau report from Gulf- 
port said the barometer reading there 
was 29.80 at 2 o'clock. 

That the weather bureau 
although making no statement as 
exactly when and where the hurricane 
would pass inland, expected the center 
to strike near New Orleans, was indi- 
cated in their assertion tonight that the 
predictions today of “gales of hurri- 
cane force and high tides” for New 
Orleans and the Louisiana coast were 
unchanged for tonight and tomorrow. 

Hurricane warnings were sent to all 
the coast territory and small towns 
mear here today by the weather bureau, 
which utilized the mails, telegraph, 
telephone, boats and couriers to get 
the warning to residents in isolated 
communities which might be endan- 

ered by the storm and by high tides. 

oats also were sent to remove Pper- 
sons from the lower Barataria swamp 
lands and Grand Isle section, which are 
regarded as dangerously exposed to 
winds and tides and where heavy loss 
of life has occurred in storms of past 
years. 

A number of residents of small towns 
along the lakes and bayous near New 
Orleans arrived in the city tonight, 
seeking greater safety. Many inhabi- 
tants of the section along the lower 
Mississippi also were expected to arrive 
here tomorrow. Large and small ves- 
gels were reported seeking safe har- 
bors and with the ample warning given 
it was hoped there would be slight 
casualties in the exposed districts 
should the full force of the hurricane 
strike them. 

Blowing at Mobile. 

Mobile, Ala., September 27.—The ba- 
rometer reading at 9:30 o'clock tonight 
was 29.89. The lowest the barometer 
has been in Mobile since the gulf dis- 
turbance developed was 29.87. The wind 
velocity tonight was 14 miles an hour. 


BRITISH SEAPLANES 
RAID GERMAN DEPOTS 


London, September 27.—British sea- 

lanes again dropped many tons of 

ombs on German military establish- 
ments in Belgium on Tuesday night. 
An official statement issued today by 
the admiralty says: 

“On Tuesday night our naval air- 
planes dropped many tons of bombs, 
making several direct hits on the rail- 
road liines at the Thourout Junction, the 
Lichtervelde Junction and the Corte- 
marck Junction. All our machines re- 
turned safely.”’

‘Valuable Papers’ 
Bring Comedy Vein 
Into Murder Case 


Effort Made by Means’ 
Friends to Get Possession 
of Certain Data Causes 
Conflict Between Officers 
in North. Carolina. 


Even into a murder case there creeps 
a vein of comedy sometimes, and ac- 
cording to P. C. McDuffie, prominent 
Atlanta lawyer, there have been a num- 
ber of amusing situations growing out 
of the developments in the 
tion of the death near Concord, N. C., of 
Mrs. Augusta King, widow of the late 
James C. King, Chicago millionaire. Mr. 
McDuffie, who its counsel for the moth- 
er and two brothers of the dead wom- 
an, returned to Atlanta yesterday from 
North Carolina. 

The comedy in the King case comes 
from the efforts of the friends and le- 
gal representatives of Gaston B. Means 
to get possession of some supposedly 
important papers which are in the 
hands of the state's attorneys. 

It will be remembered that Gaston 
B. Means, business manager for the 
dead woman, who was with her at the 
time of her mysterious death, has re- 
cently been bound over to a North 
Carolina grand jury on a charge of 
murder. 

Important papers were recent- 
ly seized in Means’ apartments by As- 
sistant District Attorney Dooling. of 
New York, acting on a grand jury 
subpoena, which are said to throw 
light on the methods used in 
looting the estate of Mrs. King. The 
district attorney also has in his pos- 
session the alleged ‘‘second will’ of 
Charles C. King, which leaves an estate 
valued at several millions of dollars 
to the dead woman. 

Gets Court Order. 

In an effort to obtain these docu- 
ments, Means secured a court order last 
Tuesday in Concord ordering that the 
papers be delivered to him by counsel 
for the state. This order, Mr. McDuf- 
fie states, was secured with the aid 
of Mrs. Mary C. Melvin, sister of Mrs. 
King, and the only living witness to 
the purported will of the Chicago mil- 
lionaire. 

To carry out the order the sheriff of 
the county in which the murder oc- 
curred deputized eight men, who, to- 
gether with Gaston B. Means’ brothers 
and one or two of the defendant's coun- 
sels, came to the hotel and to the 
rooms occupied by the district attorney 
and Mr. McDuffie, where the papers 
were supposed to be. The demand for 
the papers was made in such a way, it 
is said, that it became necessary for 
three members of the New York police 
department, accompanying the attor- 
neys, to threaten to use their revolvers 
when the district attorney and Mr. 
McDuffie refused to deliver the papers. 
The depypties stated that the papers 
were tobe used in the protection of 
Means, and any refusal would be con- 
tempt of court. 

One of the attorneys 
dered that the papers be seized. and 
the members of the New York police 
force stated that they would protect

themselves and the papers at any haz- 
ard. 
Did Not Have Papers. 


Mr. MtDuffie stated that the amus- 
ing feature of this incident was that 
the prosecution did not In reality have 
any papers, as they anticipated such a 
move on the part of the defense. The 
state, he said, realized that it could 
make out a perfect case without going 
into the matter of motive or introduc- 
ing the papers found in Means’ apart- 
ments, and consequently no important 
papers were brought to Concord. 

Assistant District Attorney Dooling, 
however, did bring to Concord a trunk 
labeled “valuable papers,” and each day 
of the trial this trunk and other data 
was carried to the courtroom. 

If counse] for the defense had suc- 
ceeded in securing this trunk, Mr. Mc- 
Duffie stated, they would have found 
that it contained nothing more than a 
choice selection of old newspapers. 

During the excitement at the hotel 
occasioned by the attempted seizure of 
the papers and while it was crowded 
with people, an attempt was made, said 
Mr. McDuffie, to disarm the New York 
policemen.

This war is a dreadful thing—the most 
horrible calamity, in many respects, that 
ever befell the world; but out of it are com- 
ing lessons that we have sorely needed, and 
which will prove of incalculable benefit to 
ws throughout the years to come. 

Every class and branch of American in- 
dustry will in the long run be greatly helped 
by the war—rather, by the application of 
lessons which only the war could teach.

cars for the transportation of military mate- 
rials, lumber for training camp construc- 
tion, etc., and the extra demand upon track, 
terminal and other facilities for the move- 
ment of troops and citizen soldiers. 

It has simply been that the railroads had 
an hitherto unheard-of situation to meet, and 
found a way to meet it. 

The hauling of “empties,” and the waste 

of freight-stowage space in cars and in 
freight sheds has been reduced to the min- 
imum; every locomotive and every car has 
been made to perform its capacity service. 
Railroad operation has simply been more 
efficiently systematized, that’s all; and what 
the carriers are doing now they could have 
been doing during the last three years of 
rail ‘“‘congestion,” only they have not known 
before how to do it. 
# And the experience of the railroads in 
the matter of increased efficiency has had 
its coynterpart in nearly every other line of 
industry, especially those of a public utility 
character. 

Then, while the railroads and the other 
big industries of the country have been 
learning how to conserve energy and to 
facilitate the performance of their functions, 
the householders of the country have been 
learning how to economize—how to curtail 
waste. They have learned how to cheat the 
garbage can. 

We Americans have been the most 
wasteful and the most extravagant people 
in the world, but we are not now and prob- 
ably never will be so considered again—all 
because of the war! 

And while the industries, the housewives 


and the public generally have been learning 


these useful and much-needed lessons, the 
young manhood of the country has been 
learning how to stand and walk erect! 
And after the war is over we shall have 
some hundreds of thousands of young “vet- 
erans” of robust physiques, stout hearts, 
tough muscles, well developed bodies, 
straight spines and plenty of self-reliance, 
because of service on the drill grounds, in 
the training camps and on the field where 
the weakling has no place. 

So, in more ways than one the hardships, 
the horrors and the terrors of war have 
their compensations.

GEORGIA IS RICH IN PYRITES, NOW — 


URGENTLY NEEDED IN WAR WORK 


That the war has brought about a dif- 

as regards minerals in the 
United States is being demonstrated more 
every day. Henry Howard, chairman exec- 
utive committee, Manufacturing Chemists’ 
association, of the United States, calls spe- 
ciflc attention to sulphuric acid, a bi-prod- 
uct of pyrites. Mining of pyrites has reach- 
ed a considerable proportion in Georgia, but 
it is safe to say that the surface has bare- 
ly been scratched in this state in the de- 
velopment of this ore for commercial pur- 
poses, 

“There is probably no single article,” 
says Mr. Howard, “that is of more vital im- 
portance to the successful conduct of the 
war than sulphuric acid. Without it the 
manufacture of high explosives is 
sible and the intensive production of food, 
through the use of fertilizers, also becomes 
impossible. Large quantities are 
in the refining of petroleum, with the con- 
sequent production of gasoline and lubri- 
cating oils; and finally it enters into the 
production processes of most chemicals 
whose application in the arts and sciences 
are almost without limit. 

Depends on Raw Supplies. 

“The production of sulphuric acid is, of 
course, largely. dependent upon the supply 
of the raw material, namely, pyrites or 
sulphur. A discussion of the sulphurie acid 
situation involves a consideration of our 
available supplies of these materials as 
much as of the available capacity.

“The Chemical committee for the Council 
of National Defense, through A. D. Ledoux, 
chairman of the committee on pyrites, has 
been carrying on negotiations with the 
English government regarding the resump- 
tion of shipments of Spanish pyrites. These 
negotiations are now bearing fruit and sub- 
stantial tonnages came forward during July 
and August, with a number of vessels char- 
tered for September. The Institute of Min- 
ing Engineers is actively engaged in the 
exploration of domestic pyrites mines, and 
some increase in supply from this source 
may be expected.” 

Georgia Chamber Working. 

The state of Georgia is potentially 
in pyrites, developed and undeveloped. 

The Georgia Chamber of Commerce is 
working on the mineral resources of the 
state of Georgia, and is in position to put 
owners of pyrites in touch with buyers for

ing diligently in an effort to interest capi- 
tal in the development of the various min- 
erals that abo within the borders of this 
state. 

To be in position to assist the owners of 
mineral mines of all descriptions, the Geor- 
gia Chamber of Commerce must -have in- 
formation from these owners to be able to 
carry on a successful campaign to develop 
the mineral industry in Georgia. It asks 
that owners of these ores, along with baux- 
ite, kaolin, clays, graphite, mica, etc., list 
their properties with the state chamber.

No 
ladders around, an’ a woman and two chil- 
dren burned to death waitin’ for th’ firemen 
t' reach ‘em. 

“A New York travelin’' man was in th’ 
crowd an’ he was shocked by th’ lack o’ 
proper ladder facilities. Even defo’ 
fire was out he started a subscription find 
in th’ crowds that watched th’ flames and 
soon he had enough t’ buy th’ necessary 
equipment. That was in th’ winter o’ 1868. 
Next year th’ new hook an’ ladder comp’ny 
was formed and th’ man from New York, 
I think Johnson was his name, became a 
charter member. Later he enlisted in th’ 
confederate army an’ I don’t think he ever 
came back.

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How the Double Sessions Do 
Injustice to Negro Population 


Editor Constitution: The Constitution's 
protest against the proposed placing of dou- 
ble sessions in the white schools in. this city 
is unanswerable. 

They are harmful and, whatever the cost, 
should certainly not be allowed in the pub- 
lic school system of Atlanta. Your one state- 
ment that ‘the idea intolerable viewed 
from any single angle’’ sums up the whole 
case and under no condition should the peo- 
ple of Atlanta allow such a harmful! system 
worked upon their teachers and chil-

dren. 

There are in the city of Atlanta fourteen 
public schools for negroes and in every one 
of these schools there are double sessions. 

This is not a new condition in the col- 
ored schools, but has been that way ever 
since there were public schools for negroes; 
yet, not a single word of protest has been 
uttered against this condition. 

The thinking white man realizes the 
grave economic problem which is presented 
by the exodus of the negroes from the 
south. They realize that he forms a very 
important factor in the development of the 
south’s natural resources and that the great 
number who have left, are leaving and will 
leave, seriously affect every person in the 
south, white or colored. If the southern 
white man is sincere in his avowed good 
will toward the negro, and particularly the 
white people of Atlanta, then the present 
conditions as they exist in the colored 
schools of Atlanta offer a tangible method 
by which they can show this to be some- 
thing more than an idle statement. 

In some of the negro public schools there 
are teachers who have sixty students from 
8:30 to noon and sixty more from 12:30 to 
4 p. m. Imagine, if you will, the mental 
condition of the teacher and of these one 
hundred and twenty students who have had 
to undergo such a strain in an ill-ventilated, 
poorly-lighted, crowded schoolroom. These 
same negro children’s parents are law-abid- 
ing citizens and taxpayers, paying their 
pro rata share of the funds supposed to be 
used for the public good. 

In this connection, I would like to men- 
tion a few facts concerning the conditions 
in some of these same schools. In .every 
single negro school the teachers have been 
obliged to exert every possible means to 
accommodate the overflow of children who 
have applied for admission. In one school, 
the West Mitchell Street school, over three 
hundred = students applied for admission 
above the number that this building could 
comfortably accommodate, while only a few 
blocks away the magnificent Ashby Street 
school for white children was only about 
one-quarter filled, and this in spite of the 
fact that this latter school is located near 
the center of the negro population of the 
west side and is becoming’ more and more 
so as time goes on. 

These facts briefly outlined above pre- 
sent a very serious problem for the consid- 
eration of those who have charge of the 
disbursement for schools in this city. The 
plea of colored men and women for city 
schools in the past has been met by the 
statement “that the city did not have the 
money.” To those who would make this 
statement in the present instance, we woul 
refer them to a statement in your editopal 
of the eighth, in which you stated thgt it 
was not a question of where the mone/ was 
to be gotten, but that the city myst get 
the money.

PHYSICIAN VERSUS SPECIALIST. 


In our daily mail there are always nu- 
merous requests from readers who desire 
to be referred to good specialists in this and 
that trouble. One asks for a goitre special- 
ists—~and there is no such specialist. Another 
wants to consult a storhach specialist—and 
there {fs no such specialist. Still another 
imagines a heart gpecialist would “hit his 
case'"—yet we know of no such specialist 
in America, The continent is fairly groaning 
with specialists, to be sure, but nevértheless 
a thorough canvass of the medical faculty 
of North fails to disclose a single 
specialist in any of the lines just mentioned. 
Certain physicians are sometimes called 
“stomach specialists” by the laity, but the 
physicians themselves do not care to limit 
their practice to the Stomach alone. No, 
they prefer to be known as “vastro-enterolo- 
gists’’—which includes about twenty-five 
feet of alimentary tube with the compara- 
tively restricted and

of medicine we find the 
of specialists indispensable for suc- 
cessful work. Yet it takes considerable skill 
and judgment to determine, first, whether a 
Specialist is likely to be of any help to the 
patient; and, second, if so, which particular 
kind of specialist and which individual of 
the group the patient should consult. 

The layman confuses the Significance of 
the ‘words specialist and expert. A specialist 
is Only now and then an expert, just as 
a plain family doctor is only now and then 
an expert. We cannot all be experts, even 
if we really limit our practice to a certain 
line of work. The law does not require 
any additional qualifications from the phy- 
sician who desires to be a specialist. If he 
has his license to practice medicine he may 
Specialize in any one or more branches, as 
he sees fit. Good specialists, the king phy- 
sictans refer patients to for counsel and aid, 
always devote considerable additional study 
to their specialty in order to lay the founda- 
tion for useful work. But there are countless 
Specialists in practice who simply call them- 
selves such, and by fair means or foul man- 
age to obtain a kind of popularity which 
brings fortune if not fame. Theirs are the 
pessimistic victims who lose faith in “doctors 
and medicine,” for have they not, in their own 
estimation, consulted the very best men in 
the business and found them wanting? 

The better the doctor, the more skilful 
and competent, the more likely is he to sug- 
gest to his patient the advisabllity of con- 
sulting this or that specialist for some par- 
ticular service. The less competent the 
doctor the more rarely does he refer his pa- 
tients to the specialist or request such con- 
Sultations. Have a good doctor, and leave 
it to him to be your counselor and guide 
in the selection of any specialist consultant

The smallest player in the se- 
ries, and, we believe, in the ma- 
jor league, is little “Nemo” Leli- 
bold, the Sox left fielder. 
“Nemo” is only 5 feet 5 inches 
up in the air and weighs barely 


150 pounds. 

In fact, Leibold isn’t much 
larwer than a good-sized bat boy. 
For all that, he’s an unusual little 
fly chaser and makes up in speed 
for lack of weight. 

lor example, in 114 games this 
year, although he had hit § for 
Only .243, Harry stole 23 bases 
and by the end of the season 
ought to have about 30 pilfered 
sacks to his credit, in less than 
130 contests. 

He isn't a wreat batter; .264 is 
his highest big league average, 
made in 1914 with Cleveland, but 
he is a rattling good lead-off 
man; he gets ‘‘on” frequently, 
both because he is hard to pitch 
to and because he looks 'em over. 

Leibold was only 19 years old 
when he received his first con- 
tract in professional baseball. He 
started with Milwaukee in 1911 
and in 88 games hit only .178. 
The following season, however, 
he rattled the ball to the tune 
of .285, playing both in the out- 
field and at second base that sea- 
son. His work attracted the at- 
tention of the Cleveland club, 
who drafted him 

The White Sox secured “Nemo” 
in 1915 and played him in only 
45 games in 1916, when he was 
used principally against right- 
handed twirlers. 

Leibold was born in Bentler, 
Ind., in 1892. He has played ball 
ever since he can remember, gen- 
erally as a youngster in the in- 
field. Although he was consid- 
ered a crack as a public school 
player and later on the sand-lot 
teams, neither he nor his friends 
dreamed of a big league career 
for him, perhaps owing to his 
lack of weight. 

The Milwaukee American asso- 
ciation offer, according to‘‘Nemo” 
himself, came as such a surprise 
that he thought he was being 
kidded at first upon. receiving it. 

A left-handed hitter himself, 
Leibold can hit right-handed 
pitching, but doesn't care a whole 
lot for southpaws. Pants Row- 
land has been using Jack Collins 
frequently when left-handers are 
pitching and may play Colling in 
a couple of the series games. 

“Nemo” has played in over 120 
games this year and is really the 
regular Sox left fielder, ow- 
ever. 

He is such a hard man to pitch 
to that unless the Giant pitchers 
have almost perfect control he 
is apt to “get on” frequently 
and give the Sox sluggers a 
chance to drive him in.
